AN ODD LITTLE STATE. 


Thu 
ir t'lui> Which Knrcrtulnoi! r..i- 
f.iyette In July, 1S2S. 


The most novel .ml humorou-. entor- 


tainment given lo Lafayette and bi- 
snite was at the "State," in Schuylkill. 
on July 25, 1825, a short time iiefnn 
he returned to France. 


The club, or fishing company, that 


invited him to their little domain, then 
within seven years of its one hundredth 
birthday, was the oldest club in Amer- 
ica. 
It owned one acre of land on the 


beautiful river, fenced in and improved, 
with buildings suited tn its purposi -,, 
called the "State" in Schuylkill ; and 
it had an independently organixed Gov- 
ernment and a code of laws of its own. 
The 1st of October was its annual elee 
tiou day, when it chose a Governor. 
five members for its miniature legisla- 
ture, a sheriff and a coroner. The 
Gov- 


ernor appointed a Secretary of State. 
On these important occasions tin 
club usually feasted on baibecued 
pig 
prepared 
by 
the 
member-, 


sirloin 
steak-, 
and 
the 
products 


of 
the 
roil 
and 
gun. 
The 


steaks were cooked over wood coal-t 
quickly, being constantly turned nnd 
served tho instant they were ready, 
thereby losing none of their flavor ami 
juices. Neither fork nor knife were 
ever allowed to penetrate the meats of 
these Schuj'lkill epicures, but, beef- 
steak tongs, imported from England, 
were used in turning them. The vari- 
ous fish wei-e boiled or broiled with Hi.- 
greatest skill and ceremony. 
Tlie 


highest oflicers of the State were often 
seen battling with a twelve-pound sal- 
mon or nailing a shad to a board to be 
roasted before the fire. The coroner 
was' an important personage in the 
club kitchen, and inspected all tin- 
work of the citizens who were appoinl- 
ed in turn to market for the banquets. 


The club had a famous punch-bowl, 


with a curious wooden dipper, and to 
this bowl the citizens, tradition sa\s. 
brought their male infants to be bap- 
tized by the Governor, as the bowl wa- 
Targe enough to admit of total immer- 
sion. Tho heir so baptized would nat- 
urally inherit the father's citizenship,

TUE TRUSTS INVESTIGATION. 


The Cotton-Sssd Oil Trust on the-Rack— 
IntercatiriH Facts Dlscluaed. 


Ni-'.w YOILK, Feb. 25.—The Senate iu 


vostiRiitiii!; committee took up the Cot- 
ton-Sr'eocl Oil Trmt yesterday. This Trust 
mnilu no eiTort to conceal its real status. 
Before tlio examination of witnesses wni 
bogun, LinvyBr Elihu Root, oa behalf ol 
tlie Trust, objected to the investigation 
on those grounds: "Tlio Trust bag only 
to do with eotton-soed oil; no cotton-seed 
is grown or tho oil produced in this 
Ktato; tho corporation wa.s uot formed in 
tliis State, bat in Arkansas; only three of 
tho nine trustee* live in this Stnte; no 
combination or agreement has boon made 
in this Kttito; cotton-3oe(l oil 13 not an 
article oC general consumption, and It is 
not within tho scope of the committee to 
investigate the Trust; the committee hns 
no morr> to do with the Trust than it 
WDiiUUiavo with a Connecticut wool rail! 
or Western railroad." 


Tho committee overruled tlie objections, 


and en'Icd John Scott, one of the trus- 
tees, to the witness stand. Ho said: 
"There oro seventy or eighty companies 
In the trust; last year's crop was 703,000 
tons, of which the company controled 
K50.000 tons; 'J7 1-2 per cent, of the oil was 
exported. Thu balnnco was used for soap, 
safety lamps for minors and as a lubri- 
cant. Tho several llrnis made monthly 
report-i, which nre investigated by em- 
ployes ot the Trust. 


The capital stock of the Trust is flxed at 


$41,700,000 nominally. A dividend of four 
par cont. hns boon declared. 
As the 


stoek soUl for thlrty-flvo por cent., the 
dividend "VVRS nctniilly about twelve per 
rout. The combined ^toolc of the compa- 
nies entering the combine was less than 
half of tbo htouk of tho Trust. Witness 
thought that since the formation of the 
Trust, in ISSS, the price of cottou-seed had 
riie-ii. At that timo tho mills were an the 
vori;o ot! bankruptcy, nnd some of them 
had shut down.

Death of Dr. Mitchell. 


Dr. Wm. H, Mitchell died yesterday, 


at his residence No. 327 West Prairie 
street, after an illness of about a month, 
in the ninetieth year of his age. 


The deceased was born in Botetourt 


county, Virginia, on the 9th of April, 
1798, and came to Illinois in 1818—the 
year the state was admitted into the 
Union. He rend medicine and was grad- 
uated by one of the Philadelphia medi- 
cal colleges in 1826, otter which he prac- 
ticed medicine in Belleville, III., from 
which place he removed to Dacatur in 
1855. He had retired from the active 
practice of Ms profession before coming 
here. He was twice married—first to 
Miss Minerva Moore, in the state of Vir- 
ginia, who died in 1843, and afterwards 
to Mrs. Elizabeth Edmundson, of Belle- 
ville, who survives him. One daughter 
by.his first marriage, Mrs. A. B. David- 
son, of Lexington, III., and another by 
his second, Mrs. J. L. Shellabarger, of 
Topoka, Kansius, survive, and both wore 
witli him when lie died. 


Dr. Mitchell was u mnn of robust and 


vigorous frame, and in hio old age was 
remarkably active and well preserved. 
Until his last illness, which was a com- 
plication of kidney troubles, he was able 
to perform feats of agility which few men 
of half lu's age could accomplish. He 
was a moat companionable man in his 
disposition and manners, and possessing 
rare intelligence arid n habit of close ob- 
servation, ho was a most charming con- 
versationalist. Cheerfulness was a prom- 
inent trait in his eharccter, and it is rnre 
that one meets so old n person who is so 
uniformly good-natured. 
Dr. Mitchell 


was a man of more than* ordinary public 
spirit, and retained his interest in public 
affairs to the last. He was a eonsoien- 
tious Republican in his political prefer- 
ences, a devout Methodist in religion, 
and a most excellent citizen in all re- 
spects. He held the office of city collector 
for nine consecutive years, when it was an 
elective office, showing his great popular- 
ity among the people.
